My Lord, Cairo. July 18, 1887. 

I HAVE the honour to report that Major Mnrindin and Mr. Parrcr, who have 
been occupied since the beginning of May in making a careful examination of the 
Egyptian railways, have drawn up a very full Report on the system of administration, 
the state of the permanent way, rolling stock, traffic prospects, &c. As there has not 
been yet time to have copies of this Report printed, L have the honour to inclose 
herewith copy of a precis which has been made of it. 

In many respects Major Marindin and Mr. Parrcr find the condition of the 
permanent way, rolling stock, &c., less had than they were led to expect, and although 
repairs to a very largo extent art 1 urgently needed, they are of opinion that all that is 
immediately necessary can he effected without resort to extraordinary means and 
without exceeding the 15 nor cent, of the gross receipts allowed for this purpose by 
the London Convention. 

Various suggestions are made showing how these gentlemen think that the traffic 
receipts might he considerably increased by the display of a little more liberality of 
management, by a slight departure from the fixed rules which the Railway Administra¬ 
tion has laid down for itself, and by some effort being made to meet the wants of the 
population. 

The whole s>stem of administration and control is unhesitatinglv condemned. 
The existence of three Controllers of different nationalities with equal powers but with 
undefined functions is looked upon as a bar to any successful development of the 
Egyptian railways, and the abolition of this divided responsibility is strongly advocated. 
The Commissioners are of opinion that very large economies may be immediately 
effected by the appointment of one responsible head, even though the actual 
Controllers remained somewhat in the position of the Directors of au English Railway 
Board, without executive functions. 

Another point on which great stress is laid is the unnecessary large sum paid 
away every year in wages, in consequence of the very large number of employes in 
every branch of the Administration. In fact, Major Marindin told me in conversation 
that as there were three men to do the work of one on the Board of Control, so was 


there a superfluity of staff throughout the Administration, and that no railway in 
England or elsewhere could prosper if it supported such an exaggerated number of 
employes. 

I hope to be in a position to send home a copy of the whole Report next week.

Resume' of Messrs. Marindin and Farrer's Report on Egyptian Railways. 

IN Messrs. Marindin and Farrer’s Report on the present state and the prospects 
of the Egyptian railways, the subject is dealt with under the four following heads:— 

1. Permanent way and works. 

2. Locomotive and rolling stock. 

3. Traffic. 

4. Administration. 

1. Permanent TT 'ay. 

The permanent way was found to be in an unsatisfactory state, but not as bad as 
the English specialists had been led to expect. 

The worst features are worn-out rails, bad keys (wooden), irregular spacing of 
sleepers, and incorrect gauge. 

On the other hand, the sleepers, chairs, fish-plates, and bolts are in fair order, and 
with very few exceptions the bridges and culverts are in a safe condition. The station 
buildings as a rule afford adequate accommodation except as regards latrines. 

The system of signalling is primitive, but the straightness of the line and clear* 
ness of the atmosphere render an elaborate system unnecessary. 

Interlocking of points on the main line and at swing-bridges is recommended. 

Messrs. Marindin and Farrer proceed to estimate the expenditure necessary in 
order to bring the lines into a safe running condition. Taking the life of a first class 
steel rail at thirty years in Egypt, and seeing that there are 1,09-1 miles of rail, 304 miles 
must bo relaid every year under normal conditions. But to wipe out arrears on the 
Egyptian railways 51 new miles pm* annum, in addition to the normal amount of 
36.! miles, will be necessary for six years. 

The system adopted by the Administration to relay only with an entirely new 
road is not approved by the Commissioners, seeing that out of 11 miles recently relaid 
8 miles of sleepers were found in good order and fit for use elsewhere. The Commis¬ 
sioners condemn, too, the proposal of the Administration to renew with steel rails and 
steel sleepers as too expensive. They recommend relaying, in the limits above stated, 
51 miles per annum, with 75-lbs. double-headed steel rails, wooden sleepers, coiled iron 
keys, and in certain parts pot sleepers. 

The cost of thus relaying is estimated, at the outside, at 1,400/. per mile, and this 
without taking any credit for the old materials, which Messrs. Marindin and Farrer 
estimate at a saleable value of £ E. 500 per mile, but which must be treated as gross 
receipts. (It may be remarked, however, that 15 per cent, on the value of the old 
materials of 54 miles of rail, at .0 E. 500 per mile, would amount to over £ E. 12,000 
per annum. 

The Commissioners estimate the extraordinary expenses, therefore, at 5 4 x 
15E. 1,400 = £E. 75,600 per annum for the next six year-, lor repairs of the permanent 
way. They also allow A. E. 3,333 per annum for cei tain repairs on bridges, workshops, 
&e., bringing the total extra expenditure proposed for the improvement of the perma¬ 
nent way up to £ E. 78,933 per annum. 

2. Locomotive and Rolling Stock. 

Coming to the locomotive and rolling stock, the Commissioners criticize the 
extraordinary diversity of types of engines, waggons, and carriages, and, in the interests 
of economy, strongly advise that all classes of stock should be constructed on a uniform 
pattern. The bulk of the stock was found in bad repair. 

The Locomotive Superintendent asked for £ E. 134,000 in six years to renew 
locomotives; but the Commissioner.-, think £ E. 113,800 an adequate sum. They 
allow £ E. 42,250 for the renewal of waggons and £ E. 51,250 for carriages, in which 
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latter department great neglect is apparent, tlic vehicles being in worse repair than 
anything else connected with the line. 

The Commissioners’ estimate for the renewal of rolling stock is therefore in all 
210,300/. or £ E. 205,300, which spread over six years would amount to £ E. 31,217 
per annum. 

The total extra expenditure recommended by Messrs. Marindin and Earrer would 
therefore amount to £ E. 113,150 per annum for six years. The ordinary expenditure 
is £ E. 332,236 per annum; giving an annual expenditure for next six years of 
£ E. 445,386. If we add to this the expenses of the Central Office, Traffic and Stores 
Department, amounting to £ E. 135,000, we have a gross expenditure of £ E. 580,38(5; 
45 per cent, of the gross receipts £ E. 1,300,000 amount to £ E. 585,000, so that 
the reform proposed would he carried out without resort to extraordinary means, 
and without exceeding the 45 per cent, allowed under the London Convention. 

3. Traffic (Passengers and Goods). 

The subject of passenger traffic is dealt with at some length by Messrs. Marindin 
and Earrer. 

Basing their calculations on the fact that the receipts per passenger train mile are 
higher in Egypt than in any European country, while the receipts per mile of track are 
much lower, and considering that the fares are approximately the same as in Europe, 
and the population more dense, the Commissioners conclude that too few trains are run; 
in other words, that the train service is inadequate. Test figures and statements are 
given in support of this view, and action in this direction is strongly recommended. 
The strict adhesion to equal mileage rates, preventing all experiments as to cheap 
market tickets and excursion trains, is condemned as opposed to the development of the 
local service. The habits and needs of the population should be closely ivatclied, and 
accommodation granted even at the sacrifice of hard and fast regulations unsuited to the 
country. The passenger service between the larger towns in the interior and with 
Cairo is deficient; the stations even on the main lines are too far asunder; in a word no 
effort has been made to get the bulk of the population to journey by rail, and thus 
develop the third-class passenger traffic, earning about 21 per cent, of the total gross 
receipts. 

The fares for first and second class passengers arc not considered too high, as the 
element in the population willing and able to pay for comfort in travelling is the same 
in Egypt as in Europe; but Avith third class passengers the case is different. The 
rates at present charged arc based on European practice, and are in a sense prohibitive, 
being more than double the third class fares in India, Avith Avliich country a comparison 
is fair. 

The Egyptian fellah is much poorer, at least in as far as the earning and 
possession of money may be taken as a standard of poverty, than the European lower 
classes, Avhose wages are twice as high as his; and to charge him (the Egyptian) tlu; 
same price for travelling by rail as the European is practically to render it impossible 
for him to use the railway at all. 

The Commissioners think that an effort must be made to develop largely the third 
class traffic, and that experiments should be made and the matter thoroughly tested as 
soon as possible. 

The question of goods traffic is treated at great length in the Report. The 
general figures of receipts go to prove that the service is economically managed, and 
the commercial state of the country satisfactory. The maintenance of the miscellaneous 
goods receipts—local traffic—for the last ten years is a very favourable symptom. The 
rates charged generally are not considered too high by the Commissioner, who state 
that even cotton does not pay a higher rate for carriage than it can bear. 

The question of the competition with the river and canal navigation is fully gone 
into in its different aspects. The Commissioners arc of opinion that the useless 
competition between the canals and railways should be prevented by pooling and rates 
arrangements made between the Rail ay ay Board and the Public Works Department. 
Should such an agreement be impossible, the equal mileage theory must he given up 
altogether as unworkable in Egypt. The Commissioners quote the KalY-Zayat cotton 
rates experiment, and thoroughly approAo the policy of the Hail way Hoard in lowering 
their rates to meet the Avater competition, and afterwards adjusting them freely to 
meet the exigencies of the ease. In establishing differential rates the Hail way Hoard 
acted as good men of business, and in order to secure the maximum of traffic the;, 
must pursue this policy in future. The Commissioners add that, as the fixing of t;.e 
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differential rates requires disc lamination, and il may be expected that questions of 
rates Avill frequently arise, it Awmld he expedient to appoint a Goods Manager, A\hose 
duties Avould be of an outdoor character, and Avlio would treat with the merchants, and 
generally supervise the development of traffic in goods. As to coals, it is suggested 
that, although the rate is already Ioav, a still loAver one might prove profitable, as the 
coal would be conveyed in the trucks which noAV return up-country empty. Returning 
to the general question of rates, the English specialists repeat that tin* Egyptian rates 
cannot be considered excessive at present, and they cannot advocate any general 
loAvering, as they cannot see that now traffic Avould be induced. On the other hand, 
care should be taken not to treat existing rates as if made of east iron, but to adjust 
and vary them to suit the requirements of trade and markets. 

In the working of the goods traffic there is room for improvement. Eor instance, 
although the staff of Avorkmen is enormous, all goods arc not loaded and unloaded by 
the employes of the raihvav. At Gabbari trucks cannot ho run to the ship’s side, so that 
merchants are put to trouble, and the raihvav loses revenue. The maximum train loads 
are considered too .-small—thirty-five trucks in Egypt, as compared Avith fifty-five in 
America. The rate of speed ought to he increased in busy seasons. The establishment 
of a delivery service of goods by the Railway Company is suggested as one of the most 
profitable branches of revenue in European countries. Other recommendations are, 
made Avhieh can only he acted upon Avlien an efficient Goods Manager has properly 
organized this branch of the service. 

'rise Commissioners make some interesting remarks on the system of signals and 
the safety of the Avorking of the line. With the comparatively light present traffic 
the present plan of depending mainly on the telegraph, and keeping intervals of time 
betAveen trains instead of intervals of space (block system), Avorkx fairly well. The 
AA r ant of fences, and the number of accidents arising from running over cattle, is noted. 
As the building of fences Avould be too expensive, it is suggested that the use of the 
railway as a high road should be stopped wherever possible, and that all iicav engines 
should bo provided with coAV-calchers and continuous brakes. 

4. Administration. 

The method of control by three members of the Board, with undefined functions, 
is unhesitatingly condemned by the Commissioners. The Railway Board has also 
under its charge the Administration of the Port of Alexandria and of the GoA'crnmcnt 
Telegraphs, but no one member is separately responsible for tlio management of the 
railway. Messrs. Marindin and Earrer state that the result of such divided respon¬ 
sibility must be injurious to the working of a business concern such as railways are, 
and they think it absolutely essential, in the interests of the Egyptian railways, that, 
(he managemennt ot them should be A’csted in one person, Avhose functions would 
correspond with those of a General Manager in other countries. The Commissioner-,, 
while emphasizing the hopelessness of expecting satisfactory results from the existing 
organization, however zealous the members of the Board, do not consider it Avithin the 
scope of i heir inquiry to suggest a remedy. They mention, however, three proposals : — 

1. To alter the system of management entirely, assimilating the constitution to 
(hat of the Irrigation .Department.. 

2. T<> suhdi\ide the duties of the members of the existing Board. 

3. To appoint a m w official as General Manager, avIio Avould have ab-olute 
control <»1‘ die whole working of tlu* railway, and be responsible to the existing Heard, 
whose administrative functions would in a measure cease. 

The Commissioners further express the opinion that far more discretion should he 
given to Heads of Departments, especially as regards the promotion of subordinates. 
With regard to departmental organization generally, the high percentage of staff 
expenses (salaries and warn s) to total exp, n-> ■> is ..(anniented upon, and a considerable 
reduction under this head is considered feasible, 'flit'rate of daily Avage throughout 
Egypt is \er\ low compar'd with other count rie-, hut the percentage* of wages com¬ 
pared with tlu* total expeinc-. paid by tin* raihvav is higher than in any European 
“ountry. This does not insult from rvesshe sil iri<*s to high officials, hut froi - , n 
abnormal number of employes in tlu* lower grade-'

5. A line from Assiout to Crirgch to tap grain district. 

6. An extension of the line terminating at Chibin-cl-Kom to Menouf. 

Finance. —Messrs. Marindin and Earrer conclude with some remarks on the financial 
condition of the railway, which they assert it is difficult to deal with on account of the 
impossibility of ascertaining the sum which should represent the original capital, i.e., 
the cost of construction and equipment. 

The Commissioners put this at 10,000,000/. as a liberal estimate, and state that 
on this sum it would be paying at the present time an interest of over 7| per cent., 
which rate appeal's to have been the average for the last five years. 

On a value of 17,000,000/. (at which it was assessed in 1870) the sum paid into the 
Caissc for 1880 represents a return of over if per cent., so that it is apparent that as 
an investment the Egyptian railways have up to the present time been most profitable 
to the Government of the country.

Article 2, paragraph 1. Caisse should have right to scrutinize only the expenditure 
of the 250,000/., not the whole Public Works Budget. 

Strong objection taken to Public Works Budget being quoted at 400,000/. Its 
ordinary figure is 401,023/. A reduction of 50,000/. was consented to for this year only 
for special and pressing reasons, but could not be continued. 

Article 4. Caisse should be informed but not consulted beforehand as to distribu¬ 
tion among provinces of 250,000/., this being a purely technical question, and 
interference likely to be mischievous.

t HAD soino oonvorsation with Colonel Sir C. Scott MoncriolV on the .siihj(‘<*t 
of (lie amended draft of a Kheclivial Decree for the partial suppression of the coivde, 
a copy of Avliicli was inclosed in your Lordship’s despatch No. 221, Confidential, of 
the 15th instant. 

A similar copy was received hy Tigrnne Pasha irom Nuhar Pasha. 

Sir C. Seolt Moneriell* protested against Article 2 in the proposed "Decree*. He 
considered it a dangerous principle to admit the right granted to the Caisse hy the 
first paragraph of that Article, to scrutinize the whole ordinary Public Works 
Budget, instead of only tin* expenditure of 250,000/. 

Still stronger objections acre advanced against (he ([notation of the ordinary 
Public "Works Budget at 100,000/. (Article 2, paragraph 2). The recognized figure 
was 1(51,(523/., and Colonel Monerieif protested against it being put lower than that. 


Tie consented to a reduction of 50,000/. for this year only, when there was a fear 
of a deficit, and the great wish to avoid an International Commission, hut lie said it 
would be impossible to continue this reduction. 

There were many things to he done which, in consequence of the temporary- 
reduction, were postponed from this year, but which could not be neglected for 
another year, such ns the lighting, draining, &c., of many new streets in Cairo and 
Alexandria, the inhabitants of which were already addressing strong remonstrances to 
the Ministry of Public Works. 

He further took exception to the first paragraph of Article 4, which provides 
for an equitable distribution of the 250,000/. among all provinces after preliminary- 
consultation with the Caisse de la Dette. Colonel MoncrielT urged that this distribu¬ 
tion of money is purely a technical question, that no good could result from his 
being in every case obliged to explain his reasons to the Commissioners of the Debt, 
and that mischief might easily arise from their insisting in ignorance on money being 
spent in one province more than in another because the former was clfccted to the 
service of the debt. It would, lie urged, he sufficient if the Caisse Avere informed of 
the distribution, but not consulted beforehand. 

Tig ran e Pasha, to Avhom I have also spoken on ilio subject, look the same vieAV 
as Colonel MoncrielT. 

Yesterday the question was discussed at a Council of Ministers, held under the 
presidency of the Khedive, and tvliich Sir C. Scott MoncrielT had been invited to 
attend in order to express liis views on the subject. The Council adopted the 
objections to the Decree which T lia\"c ('numerated aho\’c, and have sent a telegram 
in that sense to Nuhar Pasha. No further steps will, therefore, he taken for the 
present towards communicating this draft Decree to the Representatives of the Powers 
for their acceptance.

The Murt/uis of Salisbury to Mr. Portal. 

(No. 215.) 

Sir, Foreign Office, August 10, 1887. 

DU 11 TNG the presence of Nuhar Pasha in London on the occasion of the Jubilee, 
tier Majesty’s Government have had the advantage of conference Avitli him on several 
occasions witli respect to the administrative machinery hy Aihicli Egyptian finance is 
conducted and controlled; and at the close of them bis Excellence sent in a Memo-

randum, of which I inclose a copy. Wc have given to it our most careful consideration, 
because* we feel Iioav difficult it is to exaggerate the importance to Egypt at this 
moment of the matters Avitli which it deals; and recent events prevent us from looking 
foiward to any fixed period Avitbin which our immediate interest in the good conduct 
of Egyptian government is likely to tie materially diminished. E\cn in the absence 
of these considerations, tin* authority and experience of Nuhar Pasha Avould invest 
with great interest his judgment upon questions of administration, Avitli Avliicli ho is 
singularly competent to deal. 

The position of allairs is one of some novelty and of considerable intricacy. 
Since the events of 18s2 England li.i> possessed an exceptional interest in Hie 
government of Egypt, and has accepted a certain responsibility both for its methods 
and its results, and, therefore, her A r oic<* has necessarily been Avoighty in respect of the 
conduct ot finance, upon which the success of all good government ultimately depends. 
The embarrassments and tin* controversies Avhieh culminated in 1885, and the arrange- 
meats which wore accepted in that year, suHScienHy illustrate the difficulties bv which 
this task is surrounded, in order that it may be performed without serious failure it 
is essentia! that English counsels should bo accepted Avhenever it is necessary to offer 
them. Oil the oth< r baud, the Hlacemeiif of the native administration under ltis 
Highness the Khedive would he a calamity of the most serious character. The gradual 
acquisition hy Egypt of administrative habits and traditions which will enable her in 
the future to stand alone is one of the cardinal objects of English policy, and every 
unnecessary interference with the independent action of the Egyptian Government 
is, as far as it goes, a postponement of the time when the Egyptian Government will 
cease to bo in need either of assistance or control. Two ends, therefore, must ho 
aimed at, Avliicli may not s'em entirely compatible with <*a<di other. The apparent. 
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and, as far as possible, the substantial independence of the Egyptian Government 
must he preserved, and yet its action for the present mibl conform to the guidance 
given to it through the a gene v of English officers. 

w O Or O 

In order to arrive at this result it was resolved in 18s2 to suhstitute for the 
French and English Controllers, who had hitherto had consultative voices in the 
Egyptian Ministry, a Einaneial Adviser who should also sit in the Council, who 
should he an officer serving under the Khedive, hut, being selected in pursuance of 
the nomination of the English Government, should he held to represent its advice 
upon all financial questions which came up for decision. It is obvious that the 
position of such an officer is theoretically anomalous, and that loyalty, tact, and 
consideration, both on hi* own part and on the part of the Egyptian authorities with 
whom his functions bring him into contact, are necessary to prevent the occurrence 
of friction; for it is impossible to mark out, by well-defined lines laid down before¬ 
hand, the limits within which the interposition of such ait adviser should he restrained. 
But any danger arising under this head is at present merely theoretical, for neither 
from the present Einaneial Adviser himself, nor front the Egyptian Ministers with 
whom he lias to deal, is there to he featvd any such inopportune assertion of their 
respective attributions as would bring them into practical conflict. 

I think the questions that arc raised by his Excellency Nubar Pasha are capable 
upon paper of a very simple answer, but in giving it tier Majesty’s Government 
must not he supposed to he blind to the difficulties which surround the present 
arrangement, and the delieaev of the situation occunied bv his Excellence, and bv 
those, whether of English or Egyptian birth, who serve under his orders. The 
success of the administration will depend upon their qualifies of loyally and judgment, 
and cannot lx* assured by any hard rub's, however correctly they may he laid down. 

Subject to these observations, 1 entirely agree with his Excellency that the 
Einaneial Adviser is not an Executive officer, and that lie has no power of giving 
orders. All Executive action which he wishes to see carried through ought to he, 
as I believe it uniformly is, submitted to the judgment of the Khedive, of his Excel¬ 
lency Nubar Pasha, and of the Council in which they sit. The Einaneial Adviser will 
always have a right to he present in that Council; and it follows, from the repre¬ 
sentative character which he hears, that no financial derision should he taken without 
liis concurrence. But, apart from the Council, tic has no authority to give directions 
to the officers of the Administration. 

On the other hand, it is essential to the most rudimentary conception of the 
Einaneial Adviser’s duties that he should he in the iidlest possession of the facts on 
which his advice is to he founded, so far as they can he furnished to him by any 
branch of the Egyptian Administration. Otherwise, the advice which he tenders to 
the Khedive and the Council of Ministers will be founded on incomplete knowledge, 
and will therefore he a v cry imperfect instrument for their guidance. We are of 
opinion, therefore, that every officer of the Egyptian Government is hound, on 
application, to place in the hands of the Einaneial Adviser all the information on 
any administratee subject that he possesses. 

It is, however, evident that in all cases the Financial Adviser will prefer to 
act with the cognizance of the Head of each Department in obtaining any information 
lie desires; and will keep hint fully informed of any inquiries that are addressed to 
the officers of any branch of his Department. It will, of course, be a necessary 
portion of his duties to investigate any charge of financial abuse that may be brought 
to his knowledge, in order that the Council may be in possession of the fullest 
information on the subject. 

I need not press upon you, or upon Sir Evelyn Baring, the necessity of giving to 
the Einaneial Adviser your utmost support in the performance of the difficult duties 
which 1 have defined above. I am convinced that he will receive support not less 
loyal and not less effective from llis Highness the Khedive and his Excellency Nubar 
Easha.

YOUTi telegram No. 163 of 28th ultimo : Corvee Decree. 

The provisions of the draft do not appear to have been clearly understood. 

The scrutiny of Public Works expenditure by the Caisse only means the produc¬ 
tion of a statement drawn up by tlie Ministry of Finance in chapters and sub-chapters 
showing that the entire Vote has been applied to Public Works. This is not likely 10 
give rise to any jmietieal inconvenience. 

The estimate of the charge for Public Works at 100,000/. does not prevent, 
the Government from spending more or less thau that sum. 

Article 3 of the Decree states what is to be the result of the reduction below the 
estimate, and it U to the interest of the Egyptian Government that the estimate 
should be a low one. There can be no doubt as to the right to spend more. 

The provision in Article t as to consulting the Caisse respecting the distribu¬ 
tion of the 250,000/. was contained in the original draft Decree submitted to the 
Powers in July 188G. It is impossible now to go back from it with any consistency.

4,811,000 THE Convention allowed a margin of 
5 , 100,000 £ p 450,000 for non-collection of the land tax 
288,000 and for a possible reduction. Of this sum, 
£ E. 250,000 have been appropriated for tlio 
partial abolition of the corvee, instead of abate¬ 
ment of the land tax, the remaining £ E. 200,000 
being the estimated amount of non-valeurs. If 
we deduct the £ E. 250,000 corvee money from 
the difference, £ E. 288,500, shown in the margin, 
we find that the real difference between the Con¬ 
vention and the 1887 figure is only £ E. 38,000. 
It is considered that the non-valeurs in 1887 will 
not amount to £ E. 200,000, and that some 
arrears ol 1886 will be collected; hence we 
estimate the land revenue for 1887 at a slightly 
higher figure than that estimated by the Con¬ 
vention.

1 1IAYE the honour to transmit to your Lordship horev itli a Report addressed 
to the Minister of Finance on the cultivation of cotton in Egypt during the present 
year. 

Your Lordship aa ill observe that eotton-planiing occupies 29 per cent, of the total 
cultivated area in LoAver Egypt, and 3 per emit, in Upper Egypt. A comparison of 
these results Avith those' of 188(5 sIioavs a decrease of 3^ per cent, in the area ol cotton 
cultivation in LoAver Egypt, and an increase of 10 per emit, in that in Upper Egypt. 

The decrease in Loavci* Egypt need not, according to the Report, cause any 
uneasiness for the future, and may in part he explained by the fact that tho rotation 
of crops necessitated hv the cultivation of cotton causes oscillation in these statistics.

1 l LAV E received and carefully read your Lordship’s despatch No. 215 of the 
10th instant, on the subject of the administrative machinery by which Egyptian 
finance is regulated, and I will not fail to hear in mind the definition therein set forth 
of the position and attributes of (he financial Adviser to the Khedive’s Government. 
There is, however, one point to which I venture to call your Lordship’s attention, and 
which ii appeals to me it would he desirable to settle now, in order to avoid discussions 
and possible difficulties b> U|<> future. Nothing is said in your hardship's despatch 
respecting the perfonnan. he duties of the financial Adviser during that officer’s 
absonc< <n n on business connected with the Egyptian Government, and the 

question j > open to discussion whether his temporary remplttyaat has or has not the 
right to attend the Councils of Ministers held under the presidency of Nubar Pasha 
or of the Khedive. The importance of this point will be seen when 1 remind your 
Lordship that Sir Edgar Vincent has been absent from Egypt during three months 
last year, and will have been away for five months of the current year, during which 
time the duties of his office have been carried on by M. Ornstcin. 13cfore the departure 
ofNubar Dasha, which took place the day before my arrival here, M. Ornstcin was 
summoned to attend all the Councils of Ministers held under the presidency of his 
Excellency, Imt shortly afterwards mv attention was called to the fact that several 
Councils had been held at which the Khedive presided, but that M. Ornstcin had not 
been invited to attend any of them. T was aware that .Sir Evelyn Baring had expressed 
n wish that this gentleman should continue to attend all Councils of Ministers while 
performing the duties of Sir E. Vincent, and that he was under the impression that an 
agreement to that effect had he--ii "tiw to with the Khedive before Nubar Dasha's 
departure for England. 

T therefore took upon myself to ask His Highness whether it was by inadvertence 
that M. Ornstcin ivas no longer invited to attend the weekly Councils. His Highness

FOIL flic last fortnight the French press, followed as usual hy many of the 
Arabic papers, has been trying to spread alarm, which might easily become a panic, 
about the rise of the Nile, which, they say,‘threatens to become excessive and to do 
incalculable damage by washing away its own banks and by flooding the country with 
an unexpected and irresistible rush of water. It is needless to add that the anticipated 
disasters are laid to the charge of Sir C. Scott Moncrieff and the English irrigation 
officers under his orders. 

Your Lordship is probably aware that an excessively high Nile is considered a 
greater disaster than a very low one. It is not surprising, therefore, that a great deal 
of uneasiness has been caused by the dismal predictions of these newspapers, which 
appear to the native mind to be supported by the fact that the rise of the Nile began 
this year a fortnight earlier than usual, and has continued very rapidly over since. 

Unfortunately, there is some ground for anxiety. The Nile has been Cor some days 
quite high enough to satisfy all the requirements of irrigation, and it still continues to 
ri‘e at Assouan, and till quite recently at Wady Haifa. Telegraphic communication 
with the latter place is now interrupted, some of the telegraph polos having probably 
been washed away; but after a careful calculation, Sir C. Scott Moncrieff tells mo 
that he expects that in five or six days the Nile in Lower Egypt a\ ill have attained 
the extreme limit to -which it can rise without serious damage to the country. There 
is some reason to hope That it will not pass this limit, in which case this unusual rise 
would be an unmixed benefit to the country. 

In the meanwhile, every precaution is being taken, and every effort made by 
Colonel Moncrieff and the officers under him to minimize the chances of any disaster. 
The banks of the river arc watched night and day by thousands of natives, posted at 
regular intervals within call of each other in all places where there could be any 
chance of an overflow or break in the bank. But all these preparations for an 
exceptional rise are much hampered by the fact that no warning as to whether a high 
or low Nile may be expected is now r received from beyond Wady ITa fa, whereas, in 
in former times, daily information on the subject v T ns telegraphed from Khartoum.

I HAVE received and cmsidoicd Air. i'ort I’s despatch No. 136 oi' the 27tb 
ultimo, relative to tlu* question of tin* admission of Ar. Orustcin to tli(> met'tings of the 
Council of A1 misters, a 1 - representing Air. Vincent during bis absence from Egjpl 

It must, T Ihinl:, be vegnr-led as quilc an excepticnal circumstance that the 
Financial Advisor should be absent from bis post for so long a period as lias boon the 
case in tlie present year,and I should hesitate io press upon the Egyptian Covenant nt 
the adoption of a general rule' that, upon Ids departure from Egypt, a subordinate 
official, not necessarily an Englishman, should bo summoned to all meetings of the 
Council of Ministers as bis representative. It would, in my opinion, be better that the 
arrangements to be made should be settled on each occasion. 

The two principles to be borne in mind art* that the general control of the 
finances should remain continuously in the bands of the Financial Adviser, and that 
no financial decision of any importance should be taken without full consultation with 
that officer and bis concurrence; but that, on the other band, the progress of the 
administration should not be inconveniently retarded by the necessity of reference to 
him when absent. If at any time this were found to be the ease, it would, of course, 
be his duly to return to Egypt as soon as possible. The arrangements for com¬ 
municating with him while away, and for bis representation in discussions of minor 
importance, must in a considerable' degree depend upon the circumstances of the time 
and the individual who may be selected to act as his deputy. They should, in any ease, 
be such as to insure that the Financial Adviser is kept perfectly informed of all that 
passes and it is indispensable that, when decided upon, they should not be altered 
during his absence by some supplementary agreement made without his knowledge. 

I shall be glad to be informed of your views on the subject in connection with 
what lias taken place on the present occasion.

IN accordance with the War Office letter quoted in margin, I have, as far as is 
possible here, investigated the history of this sum, hut not with that complete success 
which is to he desired, owing to the complications which ensue from financial transac¬ 
tions between a multiplicity of departments on the part of both England and Egypt, 
to which I shall subsequently refer. 

The amount originated in the following way as an advance on account. 

In Mr. "Westland's note (B), dated the 3rd September, 1885, the Railway 
Administration claims against the British army arc stated, inter alia, to lie :—

In part liquidation of this claim, the Egyptian Government made a deduction 
of 35,874?. 13s. 11 d. from a payment of 86,040?. due for capitation allowance 
on the 2nd July, 1883 (see Voucher No. 696, Egyptian Accounts), and paid this 
amount to the Railway Administration, thus leaving on this account a balance of 
5,096?. 2s. 4(?. due to the Raihvay Administration. In a calculation made as a basis 
for a further advance, this last sum was erroneously brought to account as 4,096/. 2s. Jh/., 
being 1,000?. in defect of the balance due; and to this was added the estimated 
amount due for telegrams in August and September 1882, 4,000/., making a total of 
8,096/. 2s. M. 

The Egyptian Finance Ministry thereupon deducted this sum from the amount 
due to the British Government for capitation in 1883-84, and in March 1884 paid it to 
the Railway Administration. Its receipt by the Railway Administration is acknow¬ 
ledged in the President’s letter to the Chief Paymaster of the 2 tth March, 1887 ; and 
the credit to British Government appears in Voucher No. 660, Egyptian Accounts, aud 
is mentioned in Mr. Palmer’s Minute of the 3rd May, 1886, quoted from in Treasury 
Minute of the 26th October, 1886. 

I have repeatedly endeavoured, hut without success, to ascertain the mode in 
which the balance of capitation 1883-81 was adjusted, but can only discover that a 
payment of 659,268?., including 370,966?. on account of capitation, was made by 
Egypt to the Bank of England on the 5th October, 1885.

I TRANSMIT to you herewith a copy of a letter from the Treasury,* callin 
attention to Mr. Palmer’s statement of the claims and counter-claims of the British 
and Egyptian Governments which was inclosed in your despatch No. 127 of the 
24th February last. 

In that statement the British Government arc entered as claimant for a sum 
of 8,09G/., which is described as having been deducted from the capitation payment due 
to Her Majesty’s Government for the year 1883-81. 

It will be observed that the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury have 
made inquiry upon the subject of this claim, with the result that it would appear to 
represent a sum due by the British to the Egyptian Government, which the latter have 
repaid themselves by deducting the amount from the sum due to them by Her 
Majesty’s Government for capitation in 1883-81. 

They do not, therefore, understand the grounds on which Mr. Palmer considers 
that Her Majesty’s Government have a claim on the Egyptian Government for this 
sum, and they are desirous to receive further explanations on the subject from 
Mr. Palmer. 

They request further that Mr. Palmer w ill state the method of the settlement of 
the capitation charge for 1883-81, showing the deduction of this sum of 8,006/., in 
order that there may he agreement in litis country and in Egypt as to the record of 
facts. 

I have to request that you will obtain from Mr. Palmer the information desired 
by the Treasury, and, in forwarding to me his Report, I should he glad if you would 
favour me with any observations you may have yourself to offer upon the points 
at issue.

Sir E. Baring states that, Nubar Pasha having informed him of his intention of 
embodying the scheme in a Memorandum to he submitted to Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment for an expression of their views, he had requested his Excellency not to do so, on 
the ground that, beside* the fact of the questions being all of a nature requiring local 
knowledge, it is, in his opinion, very undesirable that the Egyptian Government should 
be relieved of the responsibility of deciding on them themselves. 

It will he observed that Sir E. Baring inquires whether his action in this matter 
is approved; and l am to request an early expression of their Lordships’ views upon 
this point.

The surplus in the hands of the Commissioners of the Debt on the 25th October, 
the date on which the Caisse year closes, was greater than was anticipated (see my 
telegram No. 223 of 26tli ultimo). As regards the general result of the calendar 
year, there will certainly he a deficit if all the items of expenditure be brought 
to the ordinary account. The amount of the surplus or deficit shown on the ordinary 
account will depend on the amount charged to loan funds. The fact that the Egyptian 
Government will have to pay 200,000/. for the expenses of the Army of Occupation 
instead of 100,000/., as they had hoped, will pro tanto increase the deficit, or, which 
is really the same thing, increase the amount charged to the loan. 

The loan funds are, however, nearly exhausted. Indeed, inasmuch as the sale 
of tlic Government binds, a\ liicli formed one of tbe assets of the loan, has proceeded very 
slowly, it will probably he necessary to borrow in order to enable Sir Colin Scott- 
Moncricff to continue the irrigation works contemplated at the time the London 
Convention was made. There can be no question of abandoning these works. 

Under these circumstances, it is clear that no reliance can he placed on the loan 
funds to produce financial equilibrium in 1888. Every current charge must he 
brought on to the ordinary account, and that account must be balanced, or a deficit 
incurred and a fresh floating debt commenced. 

Sir Edgar Vincent’s. Memorandum, inclosed in my despatch No. 494 of tlm 
24th ultimo, shows that without any fiscal changes, and taking the expenses of the 
Army of Occupation at 100,000/., the deficit of 1SSS works out to £ E. 300,000. 

One oi the main causes of this deficit is the very heavy charge for the maintenance 
of order and for the del cnee of the country. The police, including the prisons, costs 
about 264,000/.; the Egyptian army about £ E. 370,000: these figures, together with 
£ E. 97,500 (100,000/.) for the Army of Occupation, make a total of £ E. 731,500. 
I should add that the battalion recently withdrawn from Suakin has not been reduced, 
that the military authorities arc much opposed to its reduction, and that General Sir 
Francis Grenfell has frequently pointed out to me the fact, of which the accuracy and 
importance cannot he denied, that there is at present no reserve, whether English or 
Egyptian, to send up the Nile in the event of any sudden emergency arising. 

Sir Edgar Vincent’s Memorandum, inclosed in my despatch No. 494 of the 26th 
ultimo, will show your Lordship the nature of the proposals which he has submitted 
to the Egyptian Government with a view to regulating the financial situation. Your 
Lordship will observe that Sir E. 1 incent’s programme includes some measures—such 
as the increase of the tobacco tax and tlic imposition of a succession duty—which 
must necessarily he more or less unpopular in Egypt. This, however, is unavoidable 
if financial equilibrium is to be attained. 

From the note addressed by Nubar Paslia to the Minister of Finance, a copy of 
which was inclosed in my despatch No. 514 of the 7th instant, your Lordship will 
observe that the proposals made by Sir Edgar Vincent are now under the consideration 
of the Finance Committee. 

The telegram (No. 217), which I addressed to your Lordship on the 23rd ultimo, 
is sufficient to show that there was, in the first instance, a disposition on the part of 
Nubar Pasha to throw on Her Majesty’s Government the responsibility of deciding on 
the precise measures which should be taken to insure the establishment of financial

I \nature, therefore, to urge the 
desirability of informing the Egyptian Government, with the least possible delay, 
what are the intentions of Her Majesty’s Government on this subject. Now that 
they are considering their general financial situation, it is obviously desirable that 

they should he furnished with this information. 

As regards the sum wliieh may fairly he demanded from the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment, any opinion on this subject must depend greatly upon the point of \ iew lrom 
which it is approached, tn one sense the value of the small British force that stilt 
remains in Egypt can scarcely be estimated in money. If it aa ere A\itlulraA\n, not 
only would the Egyptian Treasury hi* affected to a much greater extent than one or 
tAVO hundred thousand pounds a-year, but it is exceedingly possible, and indeed 
probable, that the Avhole system of government in Egypt, as at present constituted, 
would collapse. The numbers of the force arc, indeed, much too small to enable any 
troops to be detached to Wady Haifa or Suakin. The defence of the frontier, and the 
military, as distinguished from the naval, defence of Suakin, I alls at present entirely 
on the Egyptian army. But the presence of this force, such as it is, is quite sufficient 
to insure internal order, Avhilst, so long as our occupation of Egypt continues, aha 
should obviously be obliged—even if Lord Gra irville bad not given any distinct 
pledges on this subject—to reassume the defence of the frontier and ot Suakin in the 

event of the necessity arising. , 

I understand, howe\'er, that the claim for the expenses <>1 the Army ot Occupation 
is not based on general considerations of this nature. r J he principle on Avhieb that claim 
is to be based is, if L understand rightly, that no extra expenditure shall, by reason oi 
the presence of the Army of Occupation in Egypt, be borne by the.British taxpayer. 

L venture to submit to vour Lordship that, acting on this principle, it would he 
sufficient to claim a sum of 100,000/. from the Egyptian Government for the expenses 
of the Army of Occupation during 1888, supposing, of course, that no necessity lor 
reinforcement arises in the course of the year. I am informed that by the 

1st January the force will he reduced to 3,500 men. If the total charge be fixed at,

Treasury to Foreign Office.—(Received November 24.) 

Sir, Treasury Chambers, November 23, 1887- 

A CLAIM for 21,100/. having been preferred by the Egyptian Government on 
the War Department in respect of steamers placed at the disposal of Ihe General 
Officer commanding during the Nile Expedition, I am directed by the Lords 
Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to make known to you, for the information 
of the Marquis of Salisbury, their Lordships’ views on the subject of this claim. 

They arc aware, it is true, that this claim had been advanced some time since 
and might be preferred, but they have always regarded the sum of 232,916/., which 
constituted the settlement concluded a year ago, as representing the total of the 
claims which could be admitted by Her Majesty’s Government in respect of expenses 
incurred in connection with the Relief Expedition. 

Since then the investigations made by Colonel Ardagh Lave been received, and 
his reports afford good reason for supposing that if the claims admitted in the settle¬ 
ment had been subjected to closer examination before their admission certain items, 
as, for instance, those connected with postal expenditure, would have been rejected or 
reduced. In view, however, of there having been so recently effected a settlement 
of claims between the two Governments which was intended to he a final settlement, 
my Lords abstained from insisting on a reopening of the Avhole question; and 
considering that Her Majesty’s Government have exercised forbearance in respect 
of past transactions, their Lordships think that they have a right to look to the 
Egyptian Government to abstain from pressing new claims. 

The conclusion, therefore, to which my Lords have come, and which they have 
communicated to the War Office, is, that it would not he possible for them to admit 
the claims in respect of the steamers without reopening the settlement of the whole 
account, and that as it would bo highly inexpedient to reopen that settlement, which 
has now received the sanction of Parliament, these claims cannot he entertained. 

At the same time, my Lords are not prepared to say that the claims per se are 
wholly inadmissible on the principle which formed the basis of last year’s settlement, 
and having regard to this consideration, as avcII as to the fact that the arrangements 
originally made with regard to the garrison at Suakin may have led _ the Egyptian 
Government to form expectations of somo further assistance, Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment are prepared to waive tlieir claim to the sum of 38,000/. Avhioli represents the 
amounts deducted in 1885 and 1886 from the interest on the Suez Canal shares 
belongin'*’ to Her Majesty’s GoA r eminent, and Avliicli the Commissioners of the Caissc 
in Egypt hold at the disposal of Her Majesty’s GoA'ernment.

Dans la premiere partie de son travail, le Comite des Finances, apres avoir passe en 
revue les divers cliapitres des recettes et des ddpenses, a fait ressortir les deficits qui 
apparaissent selon qu’on se place a son point de vue on & celui de M. lc Conseiller Financier, 
il lui reste, maintenant, a examiner les propositions prdsentdes par Sir Edgar \ inccnt- en 
vue d’assurer l’dquilibre du Budget et it formuler, au fur et il mesure, ses propres idees 
sur les moyens d’asseoir ddfinitivement la situation financiere sans aucune intervention 
Internationale, et d’atteindre, ainsi, le but si nettement indique dans la lettre de M. le 
President du Conseil des Ministres. 


I.—Augmentation des Recettes. 

Tabacs. 

Depuis 1’abaissement du droit de culture a 250 piastres par feddan, le regime des 
tabacs indigenes a donne lieu,de la part des importateursde tabacs Turcs et strangers, aux 

plus vives reclamations. , , , 

La taxe de culture, disent les negociants, est derisoire et, comrae le paiement du droit 

d’oetroi de 3 piastres par ocque est g<$neralemeut £lude, le tabac stranger, taxe, en douane. 
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a raison de 12^ piastres par ocque, se trouve place vis-a-vis du tabac indigene dans des 
conditions telles que s’il n’est point portA remede it cette situation, on peut prAvoir le 
moment ou les importations diminueront dans des proportions veritablemcnt inquietantes 
pour le tresor. 

En fait, les etats statistiques de l’Administration des Douancs aceusent, depuis quelque 
temps dAjA, des diminution qui paraissent avoir pour cause principale la substitution du 
tabac indigene au tabac etranger, substitution qui s’opere au moyen de melanges 
devenus d’autant plus faciles que la qualite de tabacs Egyptiens s’ameliore se jour 
en jour. 

Pour parer a cet Atat de cboses, M. le Conseillcr Financier propose d’elevcr le droit 
de culture A 1,000 piastres per feddan et il prevoit de ce chef une augmentation directe 
ou indirectc de revenus de environ £80,000. 

Le Comite se ratlie a cette proposition qui lui sernble entiArement justifiee. 

Si on se place au point de vue du commerce lionnete, on peut assurement soutenirque 
le nouveau regime, en ce qui touche tout au moins les tabacs destines aux villes sujettes a 
l’octroi, ne ebangera rien a la situation actuelle. En effet, le droit d’oetroi de 3 piastres 
par ocque represente, a raison de 250 oeques par feddan, un impot de 750 piastres qui, 
ajoute au droit de culture de 250 piastres porte precisement l'enscmblc des taxes au chiffre 
de 1,000 piastres propose par M. le Conseiller Financier, ct e’est la un argument decisif, car il 
est bien entendu, que le relAvement du droit dc culture devrait, dans la pense'e de tous, 
entraiuer l’abolition du droit d’oetroi dc 3 piastres actuellement percu a l’entree des villes 
sujettes. 

Alais, ce velevement pourra-l-on dire encore est trop considerable; a ce propos, le 
Comite se contcnte de faire remarquer quo le relAvement du droit sur les tabacs etrangers, 
brusquement porte de 5 piastres a 12,] piastres, a etA plus accentue encore, car, en se 
basant toujours sur un rendement moyen de 250 oeques par feddan, l’augmentation du 
droit de culture ne ressort qu’a 3 piastres par ocque, tandis que cette augmentation a etA 
de 7] piastres, pour les tabacs etrangers et il ajoute, d’ailleuis, que, dans les pays ou le

En ce qui concernc la culture en elle mAme et le rendement de la taxe directe, les 
consequences du changement de regime seront probablement les suivantes: 

La supcrficie plantee en tabac est actuellement dc 10,000 fedduns, fournissant au 
Budget une ressource annuelle de 40,000/. 


contmueront probablement a planter, et que par ce ran, la superncie eultivee pourra 
memo etre reduite au quart, soit A feddans 4,000; ces terres imposees a raison de 
1,000 piastres produiraient egalement une somme de 40,000/. ce qui revient a dire que 
tous les avantages de la combinaison resulteront, dans ce cas, du developpeuient prevu des 
importations des tabacs lures et etrangers. 

Il importe done, inaintenant, de determiner dans qu’elle mesurc des importations 
pourront etre influeneees par le relevcmeut dc la taxe. 

On a suppose, plus haut, que les superficies plantees en tabac pourraient Atre 
reduites meme au quart, par suite dc 1’cfFct de la nouvellc taxe, dans cette liypothese, on 
peut done evaluer A 12,000 environ le nombre de feddans sur Icsqucls la culture de 
tabac serait abandonnec, et calculcr qu’a raison de oeques 250 par teddan, la quantite de 
tabac qui nianquera ainsi a la consommation interieure s’elevera A oeques 3,000,000. 

Il serait evidemment imprudent d’espArer que cette quantite sera integralement 
remplacee par le tabac etranger, mais ou tomberait dans une exageration en sens inverse, 
si ou evaluait a moins de 1,000,000 d’oeques lc debouehe qui sera ouvert a l’importation 
et dans cette situation l’Administration des Douanes realiseruit encore, a raison de 
12| piastres par ocque, un benefice de 125,000/. 

Le chiffre de 80,000/. presente par M. le Conseiller Financier et qui je trouvera, du 
reste; rAduit en fait a 75,000/. par suite de l’abolition du droit d’oetroi de 3 piastres, 
inscrit au Budget pour 5,000/., parait done ne devoir donner lieu a aucun mAcompte. 

Pour finir, le Comite croit devoir rApondre A robjection qui sera, sans doute, faite, 
que les terrains prives de la plantation du tabac ne pourront, en raison de leur nature 
mAme, Atre utilises pour d’autres cultures. 

L’opinion des cultivateuis est loin d’etre unanime sur ce point et beaucoup de bons 
esprits estiment qu’un certain nombre do cultures lAgAres peuvent rAussir sur les terrains 
plus pavticuliArement favorables aux tabacs; mais, dit-il se rallier a l’opinion contraire, 
le Comity n’en persisterait pas moins dans ses conclusions, estimant qu’en presence des 
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nAcessitAs itnpArieuses du moment, 1’intArAt de quelques-uns doit disparaitre devant 
1’intArAt genera!. 

Recrutement. 

Bien que par suite de circonstances exceptionnelles, le rachat militaire ait produit 
environ 25u,000/. en 1886, cette ressource n’a etA inscrite au Budget de 1888, que pour 
une somme de 20,000/. 

Le Ministere de la Guerre propose de mettre a jour les r61es de recrutement et, selon 
lui, cette mesure permettrait de realiser en 1888, 150,000/.; Af. le Conseiller Financier et 
le Comite se rallient a cette proposition, mais comrne revaluation du Alinistere leur parait 
trop optimiste, ils sont davis de la reduire A 70,000/., ce qui fait encore apparaitre sur le 
chiffre porte au Budget une augmentation nette de 50,000/.

Dans l’etat actuel de ses finances, le Gouverncment Egyptien n’est pas en mesure 
d’affecter annuellement 5 la confection du Cadastre des somnies asscz importantes pour 
qu’on puisse esperer d’arriver au terme des operations dans un delai raisonnablement 
court; ou se trouve done, par le fait, cn presence d’un travail, pour ainsi dire sans fin, et,

Le Gouvcrnement Egyptien a toujours considered, comma temporaires, les allocations 
accordces aux Notables du Darfour ; il y a, cependant, lieu de craiudre qu’en continuant a 
figurer au Budget, elles ne finissent, par la force des choses, par perdre leur caractfere 
essentiellement provisoire, et e’est pourquoi le Comite estime que le moment est venu 
d’aviser au reglement de cette situation dans des conditions aussi avantageuses que 
possible pour le Tresor.

My dear Sir E. Baring, Cairo, November 23, 1887. 

AS a general principle 1 cannot but agieevvith Major Marindin, that the railways, 
in common with other Egyptian administrations, would he improved by the intro¬ 
duction of more European inspectors, hut the policy that is being followed in this 
question, with, I believe, the approval of the British Government, is to limit the 
number of European employes to what may ho considered strictly necessary, and, 
judged by this standard, I do not think the two inspectors proposed by Major 
Marindin are required. 

I have consulted the responsible engineers of the railway, and they, while 
recognizing the advantages of the proposal, are of opinion that the additional staff 
is not absolutely necessary. 

Perhaps Major Marindin has not sufficiently taken into account the large number 
of Europeans already on our engineering stall’. Out of a total of thirty-two engineers 
eleven are Europeans, and nearly all tli^se latter occupy positions in which they either 
inspect or control the work of the natives. In addition to the European engineers, we 
have seven European foremen platelayers.

I TRANSMIT to you herewith a copy of a letter from the Treasury respecting 
a claim for 24,100/. preferred by the Egyptian Government against the War Depart¬ 
ment on account of steamers placed at the disposal of the General Officer commanding 
during the Nile Expedition . 1 * 1 

The Lords Commissioners are of opinion that it w r ould not be possible for them to 
admit the claim for these steamers without reopening the settlement of the whole 
account which was effected last year. That settlement has since received the sanction 
of Parliament, and must be regarded as definitive. 

At the same time, they do not regard the claims in question as wholly inadmissible 
on the principle which formed the basis of settlement, although, on the other hand, 
they also think it likely that a closer examination of certain other items which were 
allowed at the time might have led to their rejection or reduction. 

Under these circumstances, and having regard, moreover, to the fact that the 
arrangements originally made with regard to the garrison at Suakiii may have led 
the Egyptian Government to form expectations of some further assistance towards 
this branch of their military expenditure, Her Majesty's Government are prepared to 
waive their claim for payment of the sum of 38,000/., representing tin; amount 
deducted in 1885 and 18SG from the interest on the Sue/, Canal shares belonging to 
them. 

Iu accordance with the wishes of the Board of Treasury, T have to request that 
you will make a communication in the above sense to the Mgyplian Government, and 
will state that, on receiving an assurance that no further claims whatever in respect of 
expenses arising out oi the Gordon Relief Expedition will he preferred against them, 
Her Majesty’s Government will take the necessary steps for securing the transfer of 
the 38,000/.* in question to the credit of the Egyptian Government. 

You will at the same time intimate that, although Tier Majesty’s Government

I HAVE tlu* honour to transmit to your Lordship herewith copy of a com¬ 
munication addressed by the Sirdar to tlie Minister of Finance, comparing the Military 
Budget of 1881 with that of 1888. 

In dealing with this subject General Grenfell enters very fully into the different 
heads of expenditure, and the result is highly satisfactory, showing as it does that 
greater efficiency has been obtained in the Egyptian Army at the same time that a 
stricter economy prevails in the Administrative Department, 

In comparing the two Budgets, it is lo he observed that the Budget of 1884 
provided for a force of 5,707 men and 1)50 animals for the protection of Lower Egypt 
only and stationed in Cairo and Alexandria, while the Budget for 1888 provides for 
9,031 men and 1,252 animals distributed over the frontier and Suakin as well as Lower 
Egypt. 

Deducting the expense incidental to the frontier and Suakin, General Grenfell 
shows that the Budget for 1888 is reduced to C E. 299,010. or C E. 31 per man, as 
compared witli C E. 21(5,300, or C E. 13,1 per man in the Budget of 1881, while the 
former Budget also includes a large Central Administration which would he reduced if 
the Armv were called upon to perform the same* duties as those it performed in 18S4.

General Sir F. Grenfell to the Minister of Finance . 

Excellency, War Office , Cairo , November 27, 1887. 

W1T1I reference to the letter of the 20th instant from his Excellency the 
Minister of Finances, I have the honour to submit tlie following Report dealing with 
a comparison of the Budgets of 1881 and 1888. 

The Budget of 1881- made provision for a force of 5,707 men and 950 animals, and 
this force was for the protection of Lower Egypt only, and stationed exclusively in 
Cairo and Alexandria. 

The Budget of 1888 provides for 9,031 meu and 1,252 animals, distributed over 
the frontier, Suakin, and Lower Egypt. 

Tin* Recruiting Office and Commissions have been excluded from the comparison, as 
they do not form a charge against the Army Budget proper, and no organization of the 
kind existed in 1881. 

The regimental and departmental stalls on the Frontier, and at Suakin, are also not 
taken into consideration, as. if (he Army in ISbS had to perform the same duties as it 
had in 1884, they would naturally cease to exist. 

This also applies to the transport chapter of the Budget 1888, which would he 
reduced by E E. 10,800, and to certain miscellaneous services. 

I will now proceed to compare the respective chapters, taking the expenditure in 
18M-, instead of the Budgetary provisions, as certain economies appear to have been 
effected during that year.

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the current year, owing to the competition of native tobacco with foreign, has already 
reached nearly £ E. 20,000. This loss would have been undoubtedly greater if it had 
not been for the uncertainty which has prevailed regarding the possibilities of an 
increase in the taxation. If it were known that for another year to come the tax on 
native tobacco would not he increased, there can he no doubt that the cultivation 
would largely increase, and that a very large proportion of foreign tobacco would he 
replaced by native. 

The loss on importation would be but feebly compensated by the tax on the 
additional area cultivated, the latter being equal to only one-sixteentli of the tax on 
importation. 

If 1,000,000 kilog. of foreign tobacco wen* replaced by the same quantity of 
native tobacco, the net loss would be £ E. 93,750, as follows:—

It is of course very ditPicull to lix a limit at which the competition ol native 
tobacco would stop if the tax remained as at present. I have cigarettes before me 
which contain from 10 to 75 per cent, ol' native tobacco. These cigarettes can he 
made at from 20 to 26 piastres tariff per thousand, and are sold at a very large profit. 
With more careful cultivation, there is no reason why the best cigarettes also should 
not contain a considerable proportion of native tobacco. 

All the additional information 1 have been able to gather since I v rote my Report 
of March last tends to confirm what I then stated, viz., that the average produce per 
feddan in Egypt cannot he taken at less than 100 kilog. This, at P. T. 250 per 
feddan, gives 25 paras per kilogramme, as compared with 10 piastres, the duty on 
imported tobacco. 

It is obviously absurd to pretend, as the cultivators do, when officially interro¬ 
gated on the subject, that the produce of a feddan rarely exceeds 200 okes, and to 
argue at the same lime that a higher rate of taxation would deprive the fellah of a 
tobacco which be can buy at 2 piastres tlie oke. 

I am assured that the lowest possible rent at which land can he obtained for 
cultivating tobacco is -100 piastres per feddan, and that frequently the rent reaches 
even 1,000 piastres. Assuming, therefore, the lowest medium rent at 600 piastres, 
anil adding expenses of cultivation, say, 150 piastres, wo get 750 piastres without the 
tax, or, including the tax, a total of 1,000 piastres. If the produce of a feddan, 
stated at 200 okes, he sold at 2 piastres, the oke there would thus he a loss of 
600 piastres per feddan. 

It is certain that with careful cultivation, a tobacco can be produced in Egypt 
equal to the ordinary and medium qualities of Turkish and Greek tobacco, which iorm 
the greater portion of tlie foreign tobacco imported. If this can he put on the 
market on payment of a tax of 25 paras only, as compared with the 10 piastres 
import duty, it is equally certain that the native tobacco will supplant the foreign. 

The annual loss would therefore really he larger than the highest figure I have 
mentioned above, but, in estimating for 1888, I have had to take into account, the 
uncertainty regarding the rate of taxation which prevailed throughout tlie year, and 
which would tend to limit the increase in the cultivation. Nevertheless, the increase 
has been very large in 1887, as I understand that 16,000 feddans have been taxed this 
year as against 12,000, the average of the three preceding years, tlie excess of 
4 000 feddans representing not less than 1,000,000 kilog. at the lowest computation. 
If these 1,000,000 kilog. had been imported, the revenue would have gained 
£ E. 100,000, whereas the gain on 1,000 additional feddans is only £ E. 10,000. 

2. It is scarcely possible to estimate with any degree of accuracy the probable 
financial results of increasing the tax on the cultivation of tobacco. We have no 
data as regards the total consumption of tobacco, having no reliable means of 

ascertaining the quantity produced in the country. . „ A ..

We have also to deal with another unknown quantity in estimating the results 
for 1888. I refer to the stock existing at the end ot this year. The amount of such 
stock would, of course, largely influence the results during the first year of an increase 
in the tax on growing tobacco. For the reasons given above I cannot make any guess 
as to the probable quantity of stock, and I have been, consequently, obliged to content 
myself with merely noting it in the calculations will h follow. 

In view of these considerations, I have thought it advisable to show the results of 
an increased tax worked out under varying conditions as regards the rate of produc¬ 
tion per feddan, and the extent of the change that would ensue. In the former case 
I have taken a minimum, a mean, and a maximum rate of 300, 400, and 500 kilog. 
respectively ; and in the latter I have assumed (a) no change in cultivation, (b) a 
decrease of 25 per cent., (r) a decrease of 50 per cent., and (d) total suppression of 
cultivation. 

I have put the results of my calculations in a tabular form, and now beg to 
submit them for vour consideration. 

A careful examination of these figures induces me to recommend the medium rate 
of £ E. 20 per feddan as the one most adapted to present circumstances. The first Table 
(A) shows that this rate can be applied without greatly affecting the present prices, 
inasmuch as the cost of producing 1 kilog. tobacco need not exceed 71 piastres 
tariff (taking the mean calculation), and, as we are informed that the selling price at 
present is from 0 io 8.1 piastres tariff, a very slight addition, which could not 
be felt by the consumer, would suffice to reimburse the cultivator and allow a fair 
profit. For instance, if the tobacco were sold at 9 piastres tariff per kilog. it would 
yield a profit of piastres tariff per kilog., or 000 piastres tariff per feddan. If this rate 
(£ E 20) wore adopted, there would bo an immediate gain in 1SSS of £ E. 280,000, 
supposing the cultivation to be decreased by 50 per cent., and one-half only of the 
consequent deficit in quantity io be made up by importation.
